Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of Robothan et al. (US 2004/0239681) provides support for content overlay, the 
server 22 sends the content overlay as an additional bitmap image to the client 24. this 
bitmap image can include per-pixel values that are interpreted as having transparency 
values. The client 24 then applies the content overlay to the rendered visual content 
being displayed see para.369. Robothan failed to teach or suggest for generating a 
color palette corresponding to a selection of a subset of pixel color values found in the 
plurality of pixels within the reguested display data, wherein a size of the color palette is 
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determined by the number of bits for color values in the format for the response to the 
content request; for each pixel in the display, mapping an original pixel color value to a 
color value in the color palette; if the number of bits defining an original pixel 
transparency value is less than or egual to the number of bits for transparency values in 
the format for the response to the content reouest. appending the original transparency 
values to the mapping of pixel color values for each pixel in the display; and transmitting 
the color palette and the mapped color values and transparency values in response to 
the content reguest.
